Policy Updates AYHSC staff is meeting with AHS administration Ivy will provide update at 
to strengthen substance use policies at AHS May meeting, 
regarding tobacco violations, marijuana use, and 
student suspensions. 

Comprehensive Youth marijuana use - The group discussed 

Strategy Planning strategies to increase the perception of harm (of 
youth) using marijuana in light of a medical 
marijuana dispensary in Arlington in the near 
future. 

Providing Information: educate students and 
parents on difference between medical and 
recreational marijuana (focus on impact of youth 
use); host a professional development day for 
teachers to spread information about how to 
teach marijuana prevention; educate dispensary 
distributors on importance of preventing youth 
use 

Providing Support: create youth group similar to 
Club 84 about fighting “Big Marijuana” 

Enhancing Skills: train teachers, guidance 
counselors and staff on SBIRT to better refer 
addicted youth to treatment 

Enhance Access/Barriers', learn from other local 
communities (i.e. Brookline) what they are doing 
to prevent youth use 

Change Physical Design: Check on security of 
dispensary building to prevent break-ins or 
diversion of product
